STUBBORN FIGHT 


IS PREDICTED 


Several DaysMay Be Needed 
To Decide Fate of 
Bakers.

Fifty witnesses will be called before 
the case of Fort Wayne against five 
bakers of the city, charged with giv- 
ing short weight in sale of bread, can 
be decided. 


Stubborn fight of attorneys for the 
defendants will cause the city to sub- 
poena eighteen grocers, an army of 
bakery wagon 
drivers, 
an array of 
bakers and grocery clerks and book- 
keepers. 
It is expected that trial of 
the five cases, which have been com- 
bined into one, will probably take sev- 
eral days. 


It was well understood that a dogged 
fight was on when Special Judge Burns 
Douglas overruled demurrers of the 
defendants on Friday morning. Doug- 
las ordered trial of the case to go on. 
Attorneys for the defense said they 
would admit nothing of the state's evi- 
dence. 
Absolute proof will be neces- 
sary for every point which the city 
expects to establish. 


Bread May Not Have Been Fresh. 


City Sealer Berry Tolau testified that 
be visited the eighteen 
groceries 
and 
weighed the bread on last Monday. 


Defense says that maybe the bread was 
not fresh. It may have been bread baked 
t>n the Friday before, because there is no 
delivery from Saturday 
morning 
until 
Monday morning. 
The 
ordinance 
pro- 
rides that bread must be fresh when it 
weighs either 16 or 24 ounces, required 
ny the city code. 


Grocers will be brought in to testify 
Hiat they got the 
bread 
on 
Monday. 
Drivers of bakery wagons are expected 
U. admit that they delivered the bread 
on Monday. 
Books of the bakeries will 
be asked for. It will be a long process 
and may drag over several days. 


Representatives of the five bakeries, 
being tried, were all in court on Friday. 
The bakeries who face city prosecution 
arc Enirick Vienna 
bakery, 
Perfection 
Biscuit company, Haffner Star 
bakei-y, 
Geller's bakery'and Downing bakery. 


Overruled Demurrers. 


Special Judge Douglas overruled de- 
murrers of the five defendants as first 
action in resuming the case. 
Douglas 
stated briefly why he thought trial of 
the bakers should continue. 


Matter of constitutionality was stat- 
ed but not conclu-sively proven, he said. 
This should be either established or 
set aside in open trial, Douglas be- 
lieved. 


Matters of law and matters of fact 
were both talked of at length in the 
demurrers, he stated. 
The attack on 
city action should have been soley up- 
on one or the other lines, if the de- 
murrers were to be sustained. 
If both 
.subjects 
were 
at 
stake, 
Douglas 
thought, there 
should be an under- 
.standing reached through trial of the 
case. 


C ^ e Proceeds. 


Douglas ordered the case to pro- 
ceed. 


Attorney Frank Hogan, represent- 
ing the prosecution, placed City Sealer 
Tolan on the stand. 
Representatives 
from each of the five bakeries, which 
are defendants in the case, were lined 
up on a row of chairs back of Attor- 
neys Somers and Belot. 
As the ques- 
tioning of Tolan progressed there was 
much whispering in the ears of attor- 
neys for the defense 
by the defend- 
ants. 


Tolan Questioned. 


Tolan was 
questioned 
about his 
weighing of the bread. The date, kind 
of scales used and just how much each 
loaf of bread weighed was brought 
ouL 


It was agreed that demurrers of all 
defendants should be considered to- 
gether and virtually understood that 
testimony for all of the bakers should 
be submitted in one. 


Tolan read figures to show that all 
bread weighed in groceries all over 
the city was from one to three ounces 
short of the required weight. 


Said Was Prejudiced. 


"It seems that there might 
have 
been some prejudice from fact that 
only bread 
of 
the 
defendants was 
weighed," Attorney 
Belot 
told the 
court. 


Hogan stated that other bread had 
been weighed and found to be up to 
standard weight. 
He also submitted 
that it was not a question of prejudice, 
but one in which the defendants were 
guilty of giving short weight. 


Judge Douglas sustained the 
de- 
fense in asking that any matter re- 
lating to prejudice 
or 
partiality be 
kept from trial of the case, as It was 
not a matter in the trial. 


LABOIt IS THEME 


OF CIÏÏ SCHOOLS HEAD 


Supt. J. Nl Study is Heard 
in Address Before the 
Quest Club. 


Prof. Justin N. Study, superintend- 
ent of the Fort Wayne .schools, was 
the speaker before the Quest club, Fri- 
day noon, at the Commercial club, his 
subject being "Child I^abor." 
He took 
the place on the program of Dr. Oeorge 
S. Bliss, superintendent of the Indiana 
School for Feeble Minded, who, be- 
cause of illness, was unable to be pres- 
ent. 


The speaker said that 14 years was 
the j^oungest ago at which the school 
officials could issue a pupil a certificate 
to work and the student 
must 
have 
completed the fifth grade according to 
the compulsory education la%v. 
The 
law might well read that children un- 
der sixteen should not be employed in 
the industries. Prof Study said, as when 
the younger students receive employ- 
ment they often crowd out those older 
who probably need the work 
more. 
Since 1911 and up until October 30 of 
this year, a total of 2,036 certificates 
for pupils to work had been issued. 


Prof. Study especially urged 
that 
the Quest club give its support of the 
vocational 
educational 
school 
and 
showed how it in no way conflicted 
with the city schools. 
He said pupils 
of the public schools were not going to 
overrim the vocational schools if great- 
er publicity was given the latter for 
all students were not born mechanics 
and consequently would not be expect- 
ed to enroll in the vocational schools. 
The city schools, he asserted, gave an 
equipment which was often necessary 
in following the trades. 
He 
urged 
greater enrollment in the day voca- 
tional schools. 
The Quest club will 
have a report to make regarding its 
support of the vocational schools at a 
meeting to be held January 5. 


C. B. Fitch spoke on the liability of 
the employer having a pupil between 
the age of fourteen and sixteen in his 
employ. 
C. R. Lane spoke on the pos- 
sibility of reducing the age at which a 
pupil might enter the night vocational 
school from seventeen to sixteen. 


C. F. Bicknell spoke on the relation 
of the vocational school to the print- 
ing trade and newspaper offices.

counting board telepnoned me several 
days ago, but at the time I was un- 
able to see them, but had a talk with 
them today. 
The important 
thing 
thät they told me was that the state 
board of accounts had never estab- 
lished a uniform system for sheriffs 
for receiving and boarding prisoners 
and a claim blank for his use in pre- 
senting his claim to the county com- 
missioners of his county. 
Naturally 
that is expected. 


"We were led to believe by both of 
the accountants that such a system 
had been established, and the grand 
jury 
had evidence, 
secondary, 
of 
course, that such had been done, and 
the head bookkeeper in the sheriff's 
office testified from memory from the 
letter i-eceived from your office, en- 
closing two blanks, wrth the request 
that same be used, and they were pub- 
lished and printed according to that 
letter. 
His recollection was that that 
letter was received some time during 
May of th% present year, but he had 
no hesitancy in declaring Us purpose, 
which, of course, was corroborated by 
the fact that the blanks were put in 
the form required. 


"We do not know why the second 
letter was written unless it was to call 
his attention to his neglect in failing 
to comply with the one which had 
been previously sent nlm, a copy of 
which letter is enclosed herewith." 


Sheriff Is Warned. 


The copy of the letter referred to 
above and which was received by 
Sheriff Gladieux from State Examiner 
Hendren points out that the supreme 
court of Indiana has laid down the 
rule that " a sheriff is not entitled to 
charge for boarding a prisoner in his 
custody for a full day when he, in fact, 
furnished the prisoner board for part 
of the day only. 
If ine sum specified 
is a fair compensation for the food 
consumed by a prisoner in one day, it 
would be more than a just compensa- 
tion for the quantity 
consumed by 
him In one-third oj- two-thirds of a 
day, and in justice the sheriff ought 
not to be paid for a full day's board 
for one meal, or one-third of a day's 
board." 


Mr. 
Hendren 
warned the sheriff 
that this makes it necessary that a 
record be kept of the hour of commit- 
ment and the hour of discharge of 
each prisoner placed In his custody. 
This order was never rescinded, so far 
as Sheriff Gladieux was concerned, 
and yet Hendren in his letter appar- 
ently admits that notwithstanding the 
specific ruling of the supreme court 
permission has been given to sheriffs 
in other counties to disregard it. 


The policy of the state board has so 
weakened 
the case 
against 
Sheiiff 
Gladieux that there is little hope of 
conviction and dismissal is now ex- 
pected to follow.

.London, Dec. 1.—(Correspondence 
bt The Associated Press)—"Wish you 
a simple Christmas" 
is to be the 
Christmas greeting in England this 
y^r. 
In other words, self-denial— 
but a self-denial free from dismal- 
ness—is to be the keynote of the 
country's 
coming 
Yuletide 
season. 
Festive extravagance, riotous Indul- 
gence, and thoughtless 
debauchery 
are to give place to simplicity, joy, 
thankfulness and thoughts for the 
•wounded, the suiferera, and the sol- 
diers and sailors who are fighting for 
their country. 


The advent of the food 
dictator 
and the realization by the British peo- 
ple that after two years of war-there 
is urgent need for the husbanding of 
their food stores, is responsible for 
the simplicity of the coming festival 
of joy and thanksgiving. 
The two 
previous Christmasses in 
the war 
were celebrated according to tradi- 
tion—a time of feasting and festivity 
and present-giving, a period of gen- 
eral relaxation; and of charity also. 
But conditions 
have 
altered, 
the 
stem realities of 
war 
have 
been 
brought even closer to the people, so 
that the necessity for greater self- 
denial is more apparent. 
Economy 
and retrenchment will be the watch- 
word this Christmas. 


Already President 
Runciman 
of 
the board of trade, has told the hotel 
proprietors that they will 
have 
to 
eliminate gala dinners and the usual 
entertainments. 
Some of the lead- 
ing hotels had alieady prepared elab- 
orate dinners for Christmas and Nev/ 
Year's at $5 to $10 a plate. 
Still oth- 
ers had applied for an extension of 
the closing hours until 2 or 3 o'clock 
in the morning just as they do in New 
York and other big cities of the Uni- 
ted States. 


But the liquor control board put 
Its foot down on this. 
This 
body 
which regulates the hours at ivhich 
drinking may be indulged in set its 
tace sternly against all extensions of 
hours. It refused to even tilt the lid*. 
Thus the restricted hours in effect 
namely 12 o'clock to 2:30 in the a-f 
ternoon, and 6:30 to 9 in the evening, 
almost since the beginning of the Avar, 
will remain undisturbed during th% 
Christmastide. 


To say that this refusal of the au- 
thorities to "listen to reason" as the 
hotelmen and caterers put it, has been 
disappointing is putting it mildly, and 
the result was frequent meetings at 
which appeals were drawn up, but 
all to no avail. 
Mr. Runciman told 
the hotel men that unless they re- 
vised their menus he would do it for 
them and the liquor control 
bo;ud 
Baid something about taking awiiy li- 
censes and shutting up the i>laces 
fust as they sometimes threaten, in 
American cities. The hotel men were 
told that 
it wa.s not a 
question 
Bhether or not they would set a good 
ixaiiij'lo to other.s, but an actual mat- 
icr of food stoitage. 
Hotel and res- 
taurant patron.s must eat 
less and 
more cheaply. 
If they do not, others 
vill go hungiT- 


Housewives 
have 
also 
planned 
Bimpler 
Christma.s 
dinners. 
The 
prices of meats, turkeys, hams, the 
Ingredients for plum 
puddings and 
mince-pies, the raisins, and nuts arc 
sufficiently alarming, and the po.s?i- 
bility that by buying and eating too 
profusely of these things they will im- 
peril the food supply of others is be- 
ginning to be realized. 


Among the signs 
of 
a 
simpler 
Christmas will be the abandonment of 
decorated 
displays 
in 
butchers', 
poulterers' and provision shops. 


With the approach of the holiday 
season the war savings committee i-e- 
newed its campaign. Its mottos were: 
Hospitality 
without 
Extravagance; 
Humor without 
Hate; 
The 
Best 
Christmas Present?—A War Savings 
Certificate. 
Still another patriotic or- 
ganization, in its campaign for econ- 
omy in meat, bread, 
tea, 
alcohol, 
sugar, butter, etc., distributed 
this 
placard: "If you are extravagant this 
Christmas you will waste food, put up 
prices, and help to prolong the war." 


That the churches are in 
hearty 
sympathy with the idea of an econ- 
omic Christmas is Indicated by the 
newspaper campaigns that have been 
conducted 
among 
the 
bishops 
throughout the country. 
After ex- 
pressing their approval and willing- 
ness to co-operate, 
they 
Invariably 
make a special plea against allowing 
depression to creep into the observ- 
ance of the Yuletide season. 


But In depriving 
themselves 
of 
many of the good things of life at this 
season the British people have not 
forgotten to provide for the soldiers 
and 
sailors. 
Arrangements 
were 
made to provide every officer and man 
at the front with a plum-pudding on 
Christmas day. Besides hundreds of 
thousands of Christmas parcels con- 
taining a large variety of food were 
sent to the boys at the front In all 
tho theaters of the war.

Big Campaign for Salary 
Boost by Grovernment 
Employes. 


(By Basil M. Manly.) 


Washington. 
D. C., Dec. 
15.—Half 
a 
million 
government 
employes 
will 
get wage 
boosts 
aggregating ninety 
million dollars if the American 
Fed- 
eration of Labor succeeds in its de- 
mand for salary increases 
of 
10 to 
33 1-3 per cent, for everybody on the 
national pay roll, from the president 
down. 


F o r generations the humble govern- 
ment clerk has been a symbol for an 
animal that would stand hitched and 
take what was offered with downcast 
eyes and a thankful smile; but there 
are signs that he is beginning to get 
his hack up. 


The demand of the government em- 
ployes is based on facts set forth in 
the 
resolutions: 


That there ha.s been no general in- 
crease in the wages 
and 
salaries of 
ran kand file for nearly three-quai-ters 
of a century. 


That during 
that time 
there has 
been an unprecedented rise inthe cost 
of living, estimated to be more than 
one hundred per cent. 


It is virtually an appeal from 
the 
servants of Uncle Sam to the people 
of the United States for a share of the 
rising tide of prosperity, sufficient to 
enable them to meet the greater cost 
of their bread and butter. 


The delegates present at the confer- 
ence in 
Samuel 
Gompers' 
office at 
which the demands were formulated, 
were 
unanimous 
in 
declaring 
that 
these demands will be adhered to until 
the very end. 


If the federal employes, unused to 
concerted 
action, were acting 
alone, 
the demands might be regarded with 
scepticism. 
But 
the 
committee 
in 
charge of the movement is composed 
chiefly of representatives of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, vetei-ans in 
wage campaigns, and skilled organiz- 
ers. 


The movement is promised the unit- 
ed backing of the A. F. of L. and all its 
constituent 
organizations. 


As a spectacular method of bring- 
ing these demands *o the attention of 
congrcss, leaders are planning a mon- 
ster petition, with the greatest num- 
ber of .signatures of employes and in- 
terested citizens ever secured. 
This 
petition will be circulated by postof- 
fice employes, rural mail carriers, in- 
spectors and all other classes of fed- 
eral workers whose duties bring them 
into everyday contact with the 
pub- 
lic. 


In addition the plans include a let- 
ter-writing campaign 
to 
individual 
congressmen, telling just how hard it 
i.s for .John Jones and Bill Smith to 
make both ends meet on what Uncle

pays them

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Library of Congress, Al- 
ready Great, Growing 
Steadily. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—Gifts from 
many sources have orought more than 
28,000 volumes to the Library of Con- 
gress during the year, and compiised 
niore than one-fourtii of the additions 
to its shelves. 
Retaining its place as 
;he third greatest library in the world, 
and the greatest in the western world, 
the library now contains 
2,461,974 
books, 154,200 maps and charts, 770,- 
24S volumes and pieces of music and 
392,905 pi-ints. 


For large additions to the Chinese, 
.Japanese and Korean collections the 
library acknowledges debt to Dr. Wal- 
ter T. Swingle, of the boreau of plant 
industry, who visited the far east in 
1915 and purchased on behalf of the 
library a total of 5,892 volumes, includ- 
ing ecirly Chinese books printed from 
Mocks; Chinese historical and descrip- 
tive works covering the period of first

contact with Europeans; early Chinese 
dictionaries and encyclopedias; Chi- 
ne.se works on natural ^ history and 
pharmacopoeias; geographical works; 
the writings of Confucius and the 
works of famous scholars, and a good 
copy of the oldest Japanese 
printed 
work extant, probably dating from the 
beginning of the thirteenth century; 
and a large collection of the writings 
of Kaibara, the Benjamin Franklin of 
Japan. 


The Lincoln documents which have 
been presented to the library, are of 


exceptional interest. 
These consist of 
the original draft of Lincoln's second 
inaugural address, and his two drafts 
of (he Gettysburg addre.ss 
presented 
by Clarence L. Hay, who had them 
from his father, the late John Hay; 
and a memorandum as to the improb- 
ability of his re-election, presented by 
Miss Helen Nlcolay. 


As a rule the American composer 
and the American music publisher are 
beginning to prefer the national to a 
local library as the permanent custo- 
dian of «nanuscript sc6res. The chief 


of the music division records not only 
gifts of autograph scores of American 
composers but promises of gifts to 
come. 


In the document division an effort 
was made to complete the files of of- 
ficial publications of the Latin-Amer- 
ican countries, and it was exceptionally 
fruitful through a visit to these coun- 
tries by the law librarian. Dr. E. M. 
Borchard. 
The library's collection of 
Latin-American documents may now 
be considered one of its important fea- 
tures.

tains 1,548,500 volumes. 
Great pro- 
gress has (peen made in eliminating 
remnants of the old classification. 
Practically all of the old chapters have 
now been reclassified, except such as 
contain works on religion and law. 


Depo3itoi*y libraries containing; com- 
plete sets of the library of congress 
catalogue cards now number 48, while 
"40 libraries of the United States gov- 
ernment have partial depository sets. 


The adoption of a uniform type toj 
the use of the blind seems iinminent to 
the assistant in charge of the reading 


room for the blind. 
It is anticipated 
that an agreement may be arriveci ^t 
between the British and American co- 
workers which will result in the solu- 
tion of this problem. 


In the forty-flve years during which 
the copyright work has been a part of 
the business of the library of con»reM 
the number "of entries totalled 2,933,- 
397. 
During the last nineteen years 
the net receipts of the office abovQ ex- 
penses for service, were $240,688.40.

"They 
are a vestige or remnant of the first 
shoe made by man. 


"The primitive shoe was a shigle 
piece of hide wrapped around 
the 
foot. 
The man who started this in- 
novation in foot gear ran into diffi- 
culty. 
Inconvenient 
and 
bungle- 
some puckers gathered in the leather 
around the toes as the hide was dra.v.i 
over the foot. 


"To remedy this the ancient cob- 
bler cut the 
puckers 
off, 
leaving 
open slits about the toe. 
This shoe 
was fastened around the instep with 
a leather thong, the forerunner of 
the modern lace. As the manufacture 
of the shoe was developed the open 
slits were decreased until now only 
the fancy perforations on the toes 
are left.

McNamara has had a battered career 
in the four years he has been In America. 


It started on the day he arrived from 
Australia. 
Riding in a race at Newark 
he smashed into the judges' stand while 
sprinting at top speed. 
Other riders in 
the race, including Champion Frank Cra- 
mer, said it was the worst fall they had 
ever seen. 


With a wound 14 inches long in his leg 
he was taken to a hospital where doc- 
tors declared he would never race again. 


Three weeks after he left the hospital 
with the star nurse of the institution and 
married her. 
A week later he won a 
two-mile handicap race from scratch by 
one of the most remarkable sprints ever 
seen in New York. 


Since then he has won races with tire- 
some regularity, except when he has been 
laid up in hospitals. 


In one six-day race he had an abscess 
removed from his side the third day of 
the race, rode the next three days and 
finished third.

Rats 
(Actors' 
Union), 
of which many 
famous 
vaudeville 
stars are members, are planning 
to 
stay away from the footlights until 
the 
booking 
agents 
reduce; 
their 
charges. 
That is the main reason for 


the discontent 
of the thousands 
of 
actors, although they also want a more 
solid union of men and women of the 
stage. 


.Joseph Borns, deputy organier for 
tlie White Rats in Illinois says it will 
be another victory for the actors, if 
the strike occur.';. 
The la.st strike was 
in 1900. when the managers, accord- 
ing to an admission by the late B. F. 
Keith, lost «5.000,000. 


The percentage system, by 
which 
booking agents calculated their shares 
of the actors' salaries, was abolished, 
but it was later revived. 


"Booking agents take from 10 to 
•TO per cent of the actors' salary from 
him."' .says Borns. 
"Other workers do 
not have to pay for the privilege of 
working. 
Why should the actors? 


"Recently an actor got a 
$300-a- 
week contract in vaudeville. 
He had 
to pa\- 5 i)er cent to the booking agent 
for getting him the contract, and then 
he was held up for 5200 for the priv- 
ilege of earning a living."

Washington, Dec. 15.—Drastic reg- 
ulations adopted by the railroads w e n t 
into effect today with the approval of 
the Interstate c o m m e r c e 
commission 
as emergency m e a s u r e s to relieve the 
shortage of fi-eight cars 
w h i c h 
for 
m o n t h s has been a break in the coun- 
try's c o m m e r c e and affected t h e high 
cost of living. 
The remedy is the rail- 
road's own, proposed by the car serv- 
ice commission of the American Rail- 
road 
association 
and 
formally 
ap- 
proved by the federal commission. 


The 
first regulation 
provides 
that 
a consignee m a y have the usual two 
days to unload a car and that there- 
after demurrage shall be charged at 
the rate of $ l for the first day, $2 for 
the second, $3 for the third and $5 for 
the fourth and each succeeding day. 
Heretofore the charge h a s been uni- 
formly $1 a day and m a n y consignees, 
notably automobile concerns and coal 
dealers, are declared to have been glad 
to permit shipments to stand for long 
periods because 
the penalty w a s 
so 
small that it compared favorably with 
warehouse charges.

King of Kings and Lord of 
Lords for the redemption of the hu- 
man race. 
In Lesson 11 we studied 
the glorified Christ who is actually 
working through his churches us the 
representatives of his kingdom upon 
earth. 
The succeeding chapters de- 
scribe in symbols and pictures the dis- 
cipline and training of God's people 
during the long generations that fol- 
lowed. 
In the lesson for today, we 
have a vision of the final triumph of 
Christianity when it shall have ac- 
complished its work of redemption in 
this world. 
I. The New Heaven and the New Earth 
(vv. 1-7). John in vision saw the con- 
summation of the work of Christian- 
ity, the visible answer to the prayer 
which Jesus Christ taught his disciples 
to pray, "thy kingdom come, thy will 
be done on 
earth 
as 
in 
heaven." 
Heaven, as well as earth, has been in- 
vaded and polluted by sin, but both 
Alike are to be made new, (I Peter 3:10, 
II, 18). 
The true Jerusalem, of which 
Solomon's was but a type, is of heav- 
enly and divine origin. 
It comes down 
out of heaven from God. 
We know 
nothing of the inhabitants of the uni- 
verse of which we are a part, but here 
we have some scriptural indication of 
that place where God's chiMren are to 
be with him eternally. 
The kingdom 
of God is among you, but it is even- 
tually to be with God and Jesus in a 
peculiar and beautifrB way. 
John's 
announcement came from out of heav- 
pn and out of 
the throne. 
(1) 
It 
was a tabernacle of God with men; 
rather he stiall tabernacle with men. 
He is to pitch his tent among us (John 
1:14 R. V, marg.) 
It is to be dono 
eventually 
and 
permanently. 
This 
dwelling of God among us lies at the 
foundation of the blessedness and glo- 
ries which are to follow. 
(2) They 
shall be his people. 
Israel had been 
his people; all nations are to be his 
people in the fullest sense. 
(3) God 
himself shall be with them, not only 
his tahercacle but he, himself visibly, 
personally. 
(4) He shall be their God, • 
acknowledged in all his infinite claims, , 
and he to them all that God is of love, 
power, wisdom, holiness and 
glory. 
(5) He shall wipe away every tear 
from their eyes. 
There will not be a 
single grief or heartache, unsatisfied 
longing or tear, for God shall wipe 
them away, and they will stay wiped 
away. 
(6) Death shall be no more. 
Of all the enemies, death is the last 
one which shall be taken from the 
earth. 
It is sweet to know that this 
last enemy is to be conquered. 
(7) 
There shall be no mourning, crying or 
pain any more. 
Every sorrow, agony, 
remorse, gloom, disappointment gone 
forever; death, tears, mourning 
all 
passed away. 
It is hard for us to com- 
prehend the majesty and sweep of this 
great and glorious promise.

Cor. 15).

II. The Coming Light and Glory ( w . 
22-27). 
The intervening verses are a 
wonderful description of the founda- 
tion walls and gates of the city. There 
will be no temple in that city for it will 
not be needed. 
Instead of the temple 
which stands for the temple of earth 
there is to be the presence of God, 
himself, but the lamb is also in the 
midst of it. 
Nothing can more force- 
fully impress upon us the deity and pre- 
eminence of Jesus Christ, the atoning 
lamb, slain before the foundation of 
the world. 
This city is to be a city of | 
light and glory. 
It will not be an il- 
lumination by gas nor electricity, for 
the glory of the Lord shall lighten it. 


Summary. What are the lessons for 
our day from this vision of the new 
heaven and the new earth? 
First: 
That the golden age of the Bible has 
not yet taken place. 
There are better 
times to come than anything the world 
h3.s yet seen. 
Second: We Lave here 
the positive assurance of the success 
of our leader and the victory of Chris- 
tianity in its conflict with evil. 
Third : 
The golden ideal of heaven Is 
the 
means by which we can test our daily 
lives and the whole course of our con- 
duct. 
The question we should con- 
stantly ask is, ''Are we going to this 
heavenly ideal?" 
Fourth: The gates 
of that city are open; an angel is at 
each gate, and shall keep out all evil. 


God desires that all men everywhere 
should repent, and is not willing that 
any should perish. 


When the final assize shall 
have 
passed, no one will say that God did 
not give him a chance nor seek to in- 
spire him to a place of eternal joy at 
his right hand. 


Again there is to be federation of 
the forces of good. 
Today we too 
often find Christian people divided. 


Invitation. "And the Spirit and the 
bride say come, let him that heareth 
Bay come, and let him that is athirst 
come, and whosoever will let him take 
Of the water of life freely."

New York. Dec. 15.—That a cripple 
is far from helpless industrially, and 
that with proper training in suitable 
trades his 
productive 
capaicty 
be- 
comes nearly normal, is being clearly 
demonstrated in the European 
war 
zone, according 
to Douglas 
C. Mc- 
Murtie, editor of the American Jour- 
nal of Care for Cripples. 
From the 
very outbreak of the war, the train- 
ing of soldiers maimed in battle 
has 
been one of the chief concerns of the 
warring nations. 


In England there are two organiza- 
tions playing a most prominent part 
in this work. 
The Incorporated Sol- 
diers' and Sailors' Help society, • which 
flrst came 
into 
existence 
after the 
South African war, is operating work- 
shops where cripples of the present 
conflict are trained in trades and giv- 
en employment. 
The 
shops consti- 
tute a memorial to the late Lord Rob- 
erts, who was greatly interested In 
their beginnings. 
In the London es- 
tablishment the principal trade is toy- 
making, this 
being a field' formerly 
monopolized by the imported German 
product. 
The shops opened in April, 
1915; by the end 
of the 
same year, 
aighty different kinds of toys had been. 


abled men were usefully employed and 
the interest'of the 
public 
had been 
thoroughly 
aroused. 


It was soon realized that hot only 
must employment 
be provided, but 
that a market for the goods must be 
created, and the manufacture be on 
such a scale that the toys could be 
sold to tho trade at a commercially at- 
tractive price. 
Full success would be 
attained only if the industry 
were 
self-supporting. 


The enterprise grew so rapidly that, 
at the beginning of 1916, it was de- 
cided to open branch workshops in 
other cities throughout Great^^ritain, 
thus enabling men to work, if they de- 
sii-ed, near their own homes. 
The in- 
dustries vary according 
to the dis- 
tricts in which the shops are located. 
It was thus planned that the metal- 
working 
branch 
at 
Birmingham 
should make not only 
lead soldiers 
and other metal toys, 
but 
also the 
metal parts, hinges, bolts, dies and so 
forth, required by the other branchea 
The printing branch at Bradford pro- 
vides catalogues, posters and station- 
ery for all the centers, and takes out- 
side orders. as well. 


All the workers, from offices to ship, 
ping rooms, are cripples. 
The major- 
ity have lost a leg or an arm through 
amputation, but there are many oth- 
er assorted causes of disability. 
"We 
take them," says the society, "as they 
come, lame and halt, from the battle- 
field, and make of them efficient, cap- 
able workmen; not receivers of char- 
ity, but valuable units ot a huge In- 
dustrial and economical scheme."

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Is Congress in Line? 


Lawyers say one never can tell what a jury will do, and something 
jbf ^ 
same sort of axiom is rapidly becoming applicable to that dis- 
jtingnished body of law-makers, the United States congress. The 
)ioiise judiciary committee by a decisive vote has ordered a favorable 
Report on the resolution to submit to the various states a constitution- 
al amendment forbidding the manufacture or sale as a beverage of 
jftlcohoUc liquors within the territory of the United States. The action 
>ras wholly unexpected, for not even the most ardent champion of a 
jlry nation had dared hope for a favorable report at so early a date. It 
Js less than a year since the same committee curtly voted to defer in- 
¡{lefimtely further consideration of the prohibition measure. 


Is there significance in the présent action? Is congress, which has 
always fought shy of the prohibition question and dodged and evaded 
it by one adroit pretext and another, changing its mind? Aré the na- 
tional lawmakers falling into step with the manifestly growing ''dry 
procession now forming over the country? These are questions which 
most naturally suggest themselves with a good deal of emphasis at 
this juncture. To be sure, the resolution is not yet passed, and its 
foes may be able to gain time by fighting it off when it comes up, or 
they might even succeed in killing it entirely. Two-thii'ds majority ii 
both house and senate are required to make the resolution operative. 
The cause might fail even after it has passed out of the hands of con- 
gress and into the hands of the people, for it must have the requisite 
approval in a sufficient majority of states to make it a part of the na 
tional constitution. Temperance leaders, however, declare they hav« 
no fear whatever on the latter score ; that the result would be so de- 
cisive as to leave no doubt of the public mind in the matter. 


The changed attitude of congress as reflected in the report of the 
judiciary committee, howver, seems to be eloquent of what is to come 
in dealing with the liquor problem. No temperance triumph any- 
where in the country in recent years has approached it in either im- 
portance or significance.

The professor urges constitutional 
amendment to permit confiscation of 
property, income taxation and other 
niDdernization of his methods.

"We conclude." the minority report 
says, "that the failure of the general 
property tax is due to inherènt de- 
fects of the theory; that even meas- 
urably fair and effective administra- 
tions serve simply to accentuate and 
prolong the inequalities 
and unjust 
operation of the system."

So says Miss Susan Myrick of Geo- 
gia, 
a 
"perfect 
woman," physical 
trainer in the Hastings schools, and a 
graduate In physical training of the 
health school at Battle Creek, Mich. 
She was the first to enroll in the "eu- 
genic registry" Instituted by the Bat- 
tle Creek healthers. 
Her name leads 
all the rest. 


"It takes only four generations to 
produce a human thoroughbred," says 
Miss Myrick. 
"Why should we not 
have them as well as thoroughbred 
hprses and cattle and dogs? 


".It Is easy enough for a woman to 
And out all about her dog's pedigree. 
! Should she not be far more anxious 
to have a registered baby? 


"We need laws which will demand a 
health certificate from 
people who 
come to buy marriage 
licenses, and 
physicians will be strong enough to re- 
fuse to give them unless they have 
examined 
the patients 
and found 
them mentally and physically fit." 


Miss Myrick believes it Is Just as 
easy for a normal woman to fall In 
love with a physically perfect man as 
with a mental and physical degenerate. 
And ' she does not believe a woman 
has a moral right to marry a man she 
knows to be unfit, and so risk visiting 
upon her children the sins of their 
j father, even If she does love him.

Thorne, chairman of the board of rail- 
way commissioners of Iowa, pointed 
out some of the problems presented 
by the development of the last half 
century. 
He spoke particularly on the 
application of steam and electricity to 
manufacture and distribution of the 
necessaries and luxuries of life and 
said it had revolutionized human in- 
dustry. 


"At this juncture," Mr. Thorne con- 
tinued, "it is Veil for us to consider 
what regulation has accomplished in 
those fields from which reliable infor- 
mation can be secured for regulation 
is now on trial in the United States. 
The principal achievements of regula- 
tion may be summarized: 


"Rebates have been almost abolish- 
ed; the abuse of the pass sjistem has 
been largely eliminated; 
discrimina- 
tion 
between 
shippers 
at the same 
points has been 
almost 
wholly re- 
moved; safety and comfort of thff pub- 
lic and of railway employes are bet- 
ter cared for, mostly due to voluntary 
action of the' railroad companies; the 
mileage of American railways ha« al- 
most doubled, the capital stock has 
increased fastet- than the mileage and 
dividends have increased faster than 
either, all under public regulation. 


"As to service, the regulation of the 
railroads has not yet been sufficiently 
active, but this is partly due to the 
fact that there has been conflict of in- 
terest as to prices, the railroads being 
willing to give any service for which 
the public is willing to pay. As to con. 
trol of capitalization the federal gov- 
ernment 
has 
accomplished nothing, 
but some of the states have made sub- 
stantial progress. 
> "There is an ebb and^ flow in the 
darnings of the railroads. 
The flsciil 
y«ar> oi 1907, 1910. 1913 and the ywr 


just closing were all remarkable pros- 
perity. 
The European war may s^rve 
to keep earnings on a high plane for 
a time, but should the war end, that, 
coupled with tendencies thoroughly es- 
tablished, would cause a period of 
great depression and falling oft of net 
revenues will probably be greater than 
during any previous year." 


Mr. Thorne took up the defects of 
the present methods of regulation and 
said: 


"There is too much business for the 
Interstate commerce commission 
to 
attend to. 
There should be regional 
sub-commissions, with provisions for 
appeal. In proper cases, to the main 
commission. 
The shipper should have 
the same right of court review of the 
decision of the 
commission 
as the 
railroad has. Where there is a conflict 
in rates established by state authority 
and those made by the commisison the 
matter should be determined by a 
third party, either the courts or a spe- 
cial tribunal. The interstate commerce 
should be given greater polrer over se- 
curity issues, to prevent' fraud, and 
greater power over distribution of cars 
to lessen the evils of shortage. 
The 
commission should also be given great- 
er authority over roadbeds and equip- 
ments of the railroads for the safety 
of the public and employes."

"Washington. Dec. 15.—An unofficial 
translation of Germany's note to the 
entente nations proposing peace nego- 
tiations, made here from a copy of 
the official French text obtained from 
a diplomatic source, shows that while 
accurate in substance, the previously 
published version had many of the 
document's sentences 
out

proper order.

"The most terrible war which his- 
tory has known has been ravaging a 
larfre part of the world for two years 
and a half. 
The calamity, which the 


bonds of thousands of years of a com- 
mon civilization have not been able 
to prevent, is injuring humanity in its 
most precious heritage. 
It threatens 
to plunge into its ruins the moral and 
material progress which was the pride 
of Europe at the dawn of the twenti- 
eth centurj'. 


"In this struggle Germany and her 
allies — Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria 
and Turkey—have given proof of their 
i unconquerable strength by achieving 
f important successes over adversaries 
j superior in numbers and in war ma- 
terial. 
Their unshaken 
lines 
resist 
I the continuous attack of the armies 
• of their adversaries. 
The last diver- 
sion in the Balkans has been speedily 
and 
victoriously 
thwarted. 
Recent 
events have demonstrated 
that 
the 
prolongation of the war would not be 
able to break their power of resist- 
ance. 
On the other hand, the general 
situation justifies them in hoping for 
further success.

treated by the bureau as confidential 
and the identity of thos« making the 
reports is not disclosed. 


The bureau, on its part, lnve»tlgate 
all the complaints received.- 
A firs: 
warning. In the form of a mild repri 
mand, is sent to the offending drivei 
and the street repair department o 
the city is notified of the highway con 
dition 
against 
which

lodged.

against the

be filed 
whether by the first complainant o 
by some other, a letter of sharp re 
proof is sent to him together with ; 
warning that, should a third Offenst 
be charged, the prosecution i» begur.

New York, Dec. 15.—Graduates of 


.he Plattsburg military companies 
lave begun work in the winter school 
of military Instruction, which is to 
supplement tho practical work at 
Plattsburg in the course for officers 


as emergency measures to relieve the 
shortage of freight cars which for 
months'has been a break in the coun- 
try's commerce and affected the high 
cost of. living. The.remedy is the rail- 
road's own, propose* by the car. serv- 
ice commission of the American Kail- 
road association and formally ap- 
proved by the federal commission.. 


The first regulation provides that 


a consignee may have the usual two 
days to unload a car and that there- 
after demurrage shall be charged at 
the rate of $1 for th<s first day, $2 for 
the second, $3 for the third and $5 for 
the fourth and each succeeding day 
Heretofore the charge has been uni- 
formly $1 a day and many consignees 
notably automobile concerns and coa 
dealers, are declared to have been glad 
to permit shipments to stand for long 
periods because the penalty was so 
small that it compared favorably with 
warehouse charges. 


As to Foreign Cars.

from 45 to 75 cents for a car, or abou 
70 per cent. Some eastern roads are 
said to have from 5,000 to 10.000 for 
eign cars of a single type.

Now York, Dec. 13.;—That a cripple 


is far from helpless industrially, and 
hat with proper training in suitable 
vades his productive capaicty be- 
comes nearly normal, is being clearly 
demonstrated ''in the European 
war 


zone, according to Douglas C- lie-. 
Murtie, editor of the American Jour- 
nal of Care for Cripples. From the 
very outbreak of the war, the train- 
ng of soldiers maimed in battle 
has 


been one of the chief concerns of the 
ivarring nations. 


In England there are two organiza- 


tions playing a most prominent part 
in this work. The Incorporated Sol- 
diers' and Sailors' Help society, which 
first came into existence after the 
South African war. is operating work- 
shops where cripples of the present 
conflict are trained in trades and giv- 
en employment. The 
shops consti- 


tute a memorial to the late Lord Rob- 
erts, who was greatly interested in 
their beginnings. In the London es- 
tablishment the principal trade is toy-

]»less than a year since the same committee curtly voted to defer in- 
definitely-further consideration of the"prohibition measure. 


Is there significance in the present action t Is congress, which has 


Always fought shy of the prohibition question and dodged and evaded 
it by one adroit pretext and another, changing its mindt Are the na- 
tional lawmakers falling into step with the manifestly growing "dry" 
procession now forming over the country 7 These arc questions which 
most naturally suggest themselves with a good deal of emphasis at 
this juncture. - To be sure, the resolution is not yet passed, and its 
foes may be able to gain time by fighting it off when it comes up, or 
they might even succeed in killing it entirely. Two-thirds majority it 
both house and senate are required to make the resolution operative. 
The cause might fail even after it has passed out of the hands of con- 
gress and into the hands of the people, for it must have the requisite 
approval in a sufficient majority of states to make it a part of the na 
tional constitution. Temperance leaders, however, declare they havfl 
no fear whatever on the latter score; that the result would be so de- 
cisive as to leave no doubt of the public mind in the matter.

Thorne, chairman of the board'of rail- 
way commissioners of Iowa, pointed 
out some of the pi-ob)iv::;« ^resented 
by the development 01 '.He last half 
century. He spoke particularly on the 
application of steam and electricity to 
manufacture and distribution of the 
necessaries and luxuries of life and 
said It.had revolutionized human in- 
dustry. 


"At this juncture," Mr. Thorne con- 


ttnue'd, "it is well for us to consider 
what regulation has accomplished, in 
those fields'from which reliable infor- 
mation can be secured for regulation 
is now on trial in the United Statas. 
The principal achievements of regula- 
tion may be summarized: 


Rebates have been almost abolish- 


ed: the abuse of the pass system has 
been largely eliminated: discrimina- 
tion between shippers at the same 
points has been almost 
wholly re- 


moved: safety and comfort of the pub- 
lic and of railway employes are bet- 
ter cared for, mostly due to voluntary 
action of the railroad companies; the 
mileage of American railways has al- 
most doubled, the capital stock has 
increased faster than the mileage and 
dividends have increased faster than 
either, all under public regulation. 


"As to service, the regulation of the 


railroad :.— «.ot yet been sufficiently 
active, but this is partly due to the 
fact that there has been conflict of in- 
ter^st as to prices, the railroads being 
willing to give any service for which 
the public is willing to pay. As to con- 
trol of capitalisation the federal gov- 
ernment has accomplished nothing, 
but some of the states have made sub- 
stantial progress. 


"There is an ebb and flow in the 


earnings of the railrosds. The fisca' 
years of 1907, I$10, 1913 and the year 


Just closing were, all remarkable pros- 
perity. The European war may serve 
to keep earnings on. a high plane for 
a tlm$, but should the war end, that 
coupled with tendencies thoroughly es 
tabllshed, would cause a period o: 
great depression and -falling off of ne 
revenues will probably be greater than 
during any previous year." 


' Mr. Thorne took up the defects o 


the'present methods of regulation an 
said: 


"There Is too much business for the 


Interstate commerce commission 
to 


ftttend to. There should be regions.1 
sub-commissions, with provisions for 
appeal,' in proper cases, to tho main 
commission. The shipper should have 
the same right of court review of the 
decision o£ the 
commission as the 


railroad has. Where there is a conflict 
in rates established by state authority 
. and those made by the commiaison the 
matter should be determined by a. 
third party, either the courts or a spe- 
cial tribunal. The interstate commerce 
should be given greater power over st- 
curity issues, to prevent fraud, and 
greater power over distribution of cars 
to lessen the evils of shortage.

commission should also be given great- 
er authority over roadbeds and equip- 
ments of the railroads for the safety 
of the public and employes."

New Translation of German 


Peace Note Give* Orig- 


inal Order to Text. 


. "Washington, Dec. 15.—An unofficial 
translation of Germany's note to tho 
entente nations proposing'peace nego- 
tiations, made here from a copy of 
the official French text obtained from 
a diplomatic source, shows that while 
accurate in substance, the previously 
published version had many of the 
document's sentences out of their 
proper, order. The translation fol- 
lows: 


."The,-most .terrible war which his- 


tory has known has been'ravaging a 
large part of the world for two years 
and a half. The calamity, which the 


bonds of thousands ot years of a com- 
mon civilization have not been able 
to prevent, is Injuring humanity in its 
most precious heritage. It threatens 
to plunge into Its ruins the moral and 
material progress which was the pride 
of Europe at the dawn of the twenti- 
eth century. 


"In this struggle Germany and. her 


allies — Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria 


and Turkey—have given proof of their 
unconquerable strength by achieving 
Important successes over adversaries 
superior in numbers and In war ma- 
terial. Their unshaken lines resist 


i the continuous attack of the armies 


of their adversaries. The last diver- 
sion in the Balkans has been speedily 
and victoriously thwarted. Recent 
events have demonstrated that tho 
prolongation of the war would not be 
able to break their power of resist- 
ance. On the other hand, the general 
situation justifies them, in hoping for 
further success.

Sheriff Is Warned. 


The copy of the letter referred to 


above and which was received by 
Sheriff Gladieux from State Examiner 
Hendren points out that the supreme 
court of Indiana has laid down the 
rule that "a sheriff is not entitled to 
charge for boarding a prisoner In his 
custody for a full day when he. In fact 
furnished the prisoner board for par 
of the day only. If tne sum specifier 
is a fair compensation for the food 
consumed by a prisoner in one day, i 
would be more than a Just compensa 
tion for the quantity consumed b: 
him in one-third or two-thirds of 
day, and In Justice the sheriff ough 
not to be paid for a full day's boar< 
for one meal, or one-third of. a day' 
board." 
Mr. Hendr«n warned the Sheri 


that this makas it necessary that 
record be kept of the hour of commit 
ment and the hour of discharge of 
each prisoner placed In his custody. 
This order was never rescinded, so far 
as Sheriff Gladieux was concerned, 
and yei Hendren in his latter appar- 
ently admits that notwithstanding the 
specific ruling of the supreme court 
permission has been given to sheriffs 
in other counties to disregard it. 


The policy of the state board has so 


weakened the case against 
Sheriff 


Gladieux that there is little hope of 
unviction and dismissal is now ex- 
pected to follow.

contact with Europeans; early Chinese 
dictionaries and encyclopedias; Chi- 
nese works on natural -history and 
pharmacopoeias; geographical works: 
the writings of Confucius and the 
works of famous scholars, and a good 
copy of the oldest Japanese printed 
work extant, probably dating from'the 
beginning of the thirteenth century; 
and a large collection of the writings 
of Kaibara, the Benjamin Franklin of 
Japan. 


The Lincoln documents which have 


been presented to the library, are of 


exceptional interest. These consist of of the music division records not only 
the original draft of Lincoln's second 
inaugural address, and his two drafts 
of the Gettysburg address presented 
by Clarence L. Hay. who had them 
from his father, the late John Hay; 
and a memorandum as to the improb- 
ability of his re-election, presented by 
Miss Helen Nicolay. 


As a rule the American composer 


and the American music publisher are 
beginning to prefer the national to a 
local library as the permanent custo- 
dian of manuscript scores. The chief 


gifts of autograph scores of American 
composers but promises of gifts to 
come. 
In the document division an effort 


was ma.de to complete the files of of- 
ficial publicatiops of the Latin-Amer- 
ican countries, and it was exceptionally 
fruitful through a visit to these coun- 
tries by the law librarian.

Practically all of the old chapters have 
now been reclassifled, except such as 
contain works on religion and law. 


Depository libraries containing com- 


plete sets of the library of congress 
catalogue cards now number 4S, while 
40 libraries of the United States gov- 
ernment have partial depository sets. 


The adoption of a uniform type for 


the use of the blind seems imminent to 
the assistant in charge of the reading 


room for the blind. 3t is anticipated 
that an agreement may be arrived at 
between the British and American rn- 
workers which will result in the solu- 
tion of this problem.

the copyright work lias been a part at 
the business of the library of congress 
the number of entries totalled 2.332,- 
Pi!)7.
